Whilelthere 
isors from Guatemala, Honduran Communists such as Rigoberto 
PADILia who had been trained behind the Iron Curtain and in Guatemala 
were the principal organizers and leaders of the strike. During; the 
latter part of May 1954, there were constant rumors that an Individual 
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known only as "Don Juan" was the brains behind the Communists in 
El Progreso* This individual has been identified as Manuel ZUHIOA, 
a Honduran, who entered Honduras from Guatemala under anassuaed 
name, "
